To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
of  the  Horsham  Urban  District  Council,  of  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  of  the  Horsham  Rural  District  Council, 
and  of  the  Petworth  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  of  1949  . 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Registrar  General’s 
estimates  of  population  again  show  increases  in  the  Horsham 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  amounting  to  840  and  1100  respectively 
whereas  the  estimated  figure  for  the  Petworth  Rural  District  has 
dropped  by  680 .  The  net  result  is  an  over-all  increase  of 
1260  in  the  area  of  the  Sanitary  District,  the  total  population 
of  which  is  now  estimated  to  be  54,67 0. 

As  the  Registrar  General  has  again  provided  a 
’’Comparability  Factor”  for  the  first  time  for  ten  years,  it 
is  possible  to  give  ‘'Corrected”  as  well  as  ’’Crude”  Death  Rates. 
The  corrected  rates  make  allowance  for  age  and  sex  of  the  local 
population,  -  an  important  point  when  comparing  the  healthiness 
of  one  district  with  another.  High  mortality  figures  occur  at 
the  two  extremes  of  life,  and  a  rural  county  sucn  as  Sussex, 
where  there  is  a  high  proportion  of  persons  living  in 
retirement,  would  appear  in  an  unfavourable  light  were  it  not 
possible  to  make  this  adjustment. 

Although,  in  accordance  with  previous  prentice,  a 
joint  report  has  been  issued,  this  has  been  arranged  in  three 
sections  and  statistics  are  given  separately  for  each  of  the 
three  Districts  . 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Disease  there  was  a  fairly 
sharp  rise  in  the  notification  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  Horsham 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts.  The  type  of  disease  was  mild, 
with  relatively  few  complications,  and  the  great  majority  of 
patients  were  home-nursed.  There  was  again  an  increase  in  the 
number  of'  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  nine  cases  in  all  being 
notified  in  the  area  of  the  Combine.

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Out  of  a  total  population  of  549670  in

is  now  becoming  apparent  to  all  concerned  that  this  problem  is 
one  calling  urgently  for  attention.  Under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  of  1948  responsibility  is  placed  on 
Local  Sanitary  Authorities  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  whether  on  account 
of  age,  infirmity  or  physical  incapacity,  where  such  persons 
are  living  in  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  are  unable  to 
devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from  others,  proper 
care  and  attention.  Action  was  only  necessary  in  one  such  case 
during  this  year.  Although  the  Court  Order  was  not  obtained 
until  early  in  1950  the  full  circumstances  are  given  below. 


In  the  Summer  of  1945  a  complaint  was  made  by  the  owner 
of  a  cottage  in  Rusper  regarding  the  living  conditions  of  his 
tenant.  A  visit  was  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector-  but  he  was 
unable  to  gain  access,  and  a  further  attempt  a  few  months  later 
also  proved  fruitless.  Many  other  attempts  were  made,  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  and  by  your  Medical  Officer,  to  inspect 
the  property,  but  the  attitude  of  the  tenant  made  this 
impracticable.  Notices  sent  by  registered  post  were  not 
a.ccepted  and  the  lower  half  of  the  door  was  constantly  kept 
bolted,  -  a.lthough  it  was  possible  at  times  to  see  the  filthy 
state  of  the  ground-floor  room  from  the  upper  hat f  of  the 
doorway,  -  before  this  was  slammed  in  the  face  ct  oho  visitor. 
Main  wafer  had  been  cut  off  several  years  before  when  workmen, 
calling  to  repair  a  burst  pipe,  had  been  refused . admission. 

The  occupier  obtained  buckets  of  water  from  a  neighbour  and 
was  in  the  habit  of  disposing  of  excrement  down. a  street  gulley 
near  her  front  door.  Many  complaints  were  received  regarding 
her  filthy  condition  when  she  paid  a  weekly  visit  to  the. village 
stores.  For  severe.!  hours  each  night  she  wa.s  in  the  habit  of 
banging  on  the  pa.rty  wall  with  a  heavy  hammer  and  shouting  e.buse 
at  her  neighbour,  the  occupier  of  the  next  cottage.  This 
practice  finally  resulted  in  a  hole  appearing  in  the  wall  of 
the  neighbour's  bedroom. 

This  was  clearly  a  most  difficult  cane  with  which  to 
deal.  The  tenant  was  a  widow  in  receipt  of  a.  Pension  but  it 
proved  very  difficult  to  ascertain  her  correct  age.  .Although 
I  advised  the  Council  on  the  12th  September  tha.t.  action  should 
be  taken  under  Section  47,  a.t  the  some  time  providing  the 
certificate  as  required  by  sub-section  2,  e.ction  we.s  not  taken 
immediately  owing  to  this  doubt  regarding  the  woman's  age. 
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Fortunately,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  an  entry  was  found  in 
the  Marriage  Register  which  showed  that  she  had  been  married 
at  the  Village  Church  in  1925  and  that  her  age  had  then  been 
given  as  43.  Being  satisfied  on  this  point  the  Council 
resolved  to  take  action  and  in  February  last  the  case  was  heard 
by  the  Horsham  Magistrates  and  an  order  made  for  the  woman’s 
removal  to  East  Preston  Institution,  the  period  of  her  retention 
to  be  three  months.  In  view  of  her  previous  attitude  some 
concern  was  felt  as  to  possible  difficulty  in  enforcing  the 
order  and  the  aid  of  the  County  Police  and  the  County  Welfare 
Officer  was  obtained  to  assist"  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department.  As  a  result  of  careful  planning  it  proved  possible 
to  effect  the  removal  by  ambulance  without  any  undue  disturbance . 
Subsequent  enquiries  have  shown  that  the  patient  has  settled 
down  happily  in  the  Institution. 

Milk  Supplies . 

Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act  of  1944 
responsibility  for  supervision  of  milk  production  on  farms 
was  transferred  from  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  as  from  the  1st  October  1949*  Since  that  date 
District  Councils  have  been  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
milk  after  it  leaves  the  farm  only.  The  reason  given  for  this 
change,  namely  that  District  Councils  were  not  properly 
discharging  their  functions  under  the  orders,  was  certainly 
not  true  as  far  as  this  area  was  concerned.  I  think  there  is 
little  doubt  that  the  supervision  now  exercised  is  much  less 
efficient  than  in  the  past  and  the  fact  that  the  knowledge  and 
experience  of  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors,  gained  over 
many  years  of  painstaking  work,  is  now  wasted,  is  little  short 
of  traigic .  On  a  great  majority  of  farms  their  visits  were 
welcomed,  both  by  the  farmers  and  their  employees,  and  their 
a.dvice  was  not  only  listened  to,  but,  -  which  is  more 
important,  -  acted  upon. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  under  the  new  regulations  greater 
power  is  given  than  was  possessed  by  Loca.1  Authorities  under  the 
old  Orders,  e.g.  whereas  Local  Authorities  did  not  have  the 
power  to  refuse  to  Register  Milk  Producers,  the  Government  can 
now  do  so.  Had  the  necessary  powers  been  granted  to  Local 
Government  the  duties  could  have  been  discharged  efficiently. 

Clean  Food  Handling . 

During  the  year  stea.dy  progress  was  ma.de  in  all  three 
districts  in  the  inspection  of  food  handling  establishments,  - 
without,  of  course,  the  valua.ble  help  now  ave.ila.ble  through  the 
Bye-La.ws  since  adopted  by  the  Councils.  No  ca.ses  of  Food 
Poisoning  were  notified. 


Several  talks  were  given  to  Women’s  Institutes  and 
the  Townswomen’s  Guild  on  this  subject,  but  meetings  of  Food 
Traders  were  not  held  until  after  the  adoption  of  the  Bye- 
Laws  in  the  present  year.  This  work  is  of  ever  increasing 
importance  and  must  continue  to  occupy  a  large  proportion  of 
the  time  of  your  Sanitary  Officers. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  Messrs.  Partridge ,  Bart rim  and 
Green,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspectors,  for  their  help  in 
the  work  of  the  Department  and  in  the  compilation  of  this 
report,  and  to  the  other  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
conscientious  work  during  the  year.  Once  again  the  Report 
has  bean  duplicated  in  order  to  avoid  the  high  cost  of 
printing  and  this  has  involved  considerable  extra  work  for 
my  secretary,  Miss  Deacon. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Committees  with  which  my  work  is  connected  for  their  support 
and  consideration.

There  were  13  deaths  from  Tuberculosis $  12  were  pulmonary 
(9  male,  3  female),  and  1  non-pulmonary  (female). 

The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the  Register  at  the  31st 
December  1949  was  108.  This  compares  with  a.  total  of  158  at 
the  end  of  the  previous  year,  the  reduction  being  due  to  an 
overhaul  of  the  Registers,  carried  out  in  co-operation  with 
the  County  Medical  Officer  and  the  Senior  Chest  Physician  for  the 
area. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION . 

During  the  year  148  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and 
17  between  the  ages  of  5  &  14  years,  received  the  full  course 
of  immunisation.

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LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 


Routine  bacteriological  work  was  again  referred  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  West  Hill  House,  Epsom. 

There  was  yet  a.  further  increase  in  the  amount  of 
work  carried  out  during  the  year*  particularly  in  respect 
of  samples  of  water ,  milk  and  ice-cream.  Examination  of 
samples  of  ice-cream  ha.s  been  facilitated  by  the  purchase 
of  a  refrigerator  and  an  insulated  carrying  box. 


ACCOMMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  accommodation 
for  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  now  rests  with  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  and  not  with  Local  Sanitary  Authorities.  In 
this  area,  however,  the  previous  practice,  whereby  practitioners 
wishing  to  arrange  admission  of  such  cases  e.pproached  the 
Health  Department,  has  been  continued  and  works  smoothly. 

Under  this  scheme  the  Department  is  informed  of  the  cases  much 
sooner  and  the  practitioner  is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of 
making  several  possibly  lengthy  telephone  calls.

WATERS 

Swimming:  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  Council  own  the  only  public  swimming  pool  in  the 
Town,  and  this  is  situated  in  Horsham  Park.  This  bath  has  a 
continuous  filtration  plant  with  a  six-hour  turnover,  and 
chlorination  is  at  present  carried  out.  by  dosing  with  a. 
solution  of  bleaching  powder.  The  use  of  chlorine  gas  would 
allow  of  greater  control  over  dosage. 

Tests  taken  regularly  during  the  194-9  season  by  the 
Public  Health  Department  again  revealed  that  a  chlorine  residual 
was  not  being  maintained  at  the  outlet  end  of  the  bath  although 
high  chloroscope  readings  were,  as  a  general  rule,  obtained  at 
the  inlet  end.  Every  endea.vour  should  be  made  to  solve  this 
problem  and  one  can  only  repeat  the  remarks  made  on  the  subject 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  1948  -  that  it  would  be  wise  to  seek 
the  advice  of  specialists  and  have  the  matter  investigated 
thoroughly.  At  the  time  of  writing  the  Council’s  Surveyor  is 
going  carefully  into  this  point. 

Regular  weekly  bacteriological  samples,  and  monthly 
chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during  the 
season  making  a  total  of  43*  In  reports  on  two  of  these 
taken  on  the  19th  and  25th  August,  194-9?  the  Bacteriologist 
stated  that,  although  organisms  of  the  Coli-aercgenes  group 
wore  absent,  a  considerable  number  of  other  bacteria  were  seen, 
and  that  it  was  considered  that  a  higher  standard  of  bacterial 
purity  should  normally  be  achieved  in  a  bath  operating  with 
a  continuous  system  of  filtration  and  chlorination. 


Town’s  Water  Supply . 

Regular  sampling  of  water,  both  from  the  Whitesbridge 
and  Stanley  Street  Pumping  Stations  and  from  the  supply  mains, 
has  been  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  From  the 
following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the.results  have  been 
satisfactory  -  no  coliform  organisms  having  been  found  in  any 
sample  as  it  reaches  the  consumer.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 


As  in  previous  years 9  all  slaughtering  in  the  District 
was  carried  out  at  the  Central  Slaughterhouse  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food  and  a  qualified  Inspector  of  the  Local  Authority  was  present 
at  all  times  while  slaughtering  was  in  progress. 

The  slaughterhouse  continued  to  produce  the  home-killed 
meat  supplied  to  the  butchers  in  the  following  districts;-

From  time  to  time  during  the  year  complaints  were  made 
by  butchers  with  regard  to  the  condition  of  meat  received  by 
them  from  the  slaughterhouse.  Several  factors  contributed  to 
the  conditions  causing  the  complaints s- 

1.  The  late  hour  to  which  slaughtering  continued  during  •'peak" 
periods  allowing  insufficient  time  for  carcases  to  cool  and 
set  before  they  were  loaded  into  transport  the  next  morning. 

2.  The  absence  of  sufficient  hanging  accommodation  with  the 
result  that  carcases  were  closely  packed ,  thus  preventing 
rapid  and  sufficient  cooling. 

3*  The  loading  into  transport  of  carcases  and  quarters  before 
cooling  and  setting  were  complete  in  consequence  of  the 
above . 

4.  The  loading  of  vehicles  to  capacity  and  the  stacking  of 
quarters  on  the  floors  of  vans . 

Some  improvement  with  regard  to  (4)  was  obtained.  The 
transport  company  provided  duck  boards  in  sections  on  the  floors 
of  vans,  and  agreed  to  instruct  their  staff  to  hang  all  veal, 
mutton  and  pork  and  hindquarters  of  beef  in  their  vans  and  to  load 
forequarters  of  beef  on  their  chines  instead  of  stacking  them 
flat  on  the  floors  of  the  vans. 

With  regard  to  (1)  to  (3),  it  must  be  appreciated  that 
the  slaughterhouse  was  built  originally  for  the  private  use  of 
a  family  butcher  with  a  moderate  retail  and  a  small  wholesale  trade, 
and,  although  there  are  probably  few  better  premises,  of  a 
comparable  size  in  the  country,  it  was  not  designed,  nor  intended, 
for  use  as  an  abattoir. 

A  meeting  between  the  Inspectors  and  representatives  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food  hen  taken  place,  however,  and  representations 
have  been  made  with  regard  to  alterations  and  improvements 
considered  necessary.  The  Ministry's  representatives  were  in 
agreement  with  the  suggestions  ma.de,  but  it  was  understood  that 
the  major  improvements  would  probably  have  to  wa.it  until  1951  as 
they  could  not  be  covered  by  the  estimates  for  the  coming 
financial  year.

Meat  Inspection  (cont’d) . 

The  improvements  suggested  include 

1.  A  substantial  increase  in  the  size  of  the  hanging  room 

by  converting  a  part  of  the  building  immediately  adjoining 
into  an  extension  of  the  existing  hanging  room. 

2.  The  provision  of  a  separate  room  for  emptying  and  cleaning 
guts,  a  process  which  at  present  has  to  be  carried  out  in 
one  corner  of  the  slaughterhouse  in  close  proximity  to  the 
hoist  on  which  beef  carcases  are  dressed.  Separate 
accommodation  for  this  purpose  would  improve  considerably 
the  cleanliness  of  the  slaughtering  processes. 

The  suggested  increo.se  in  the  hanging  accommodation, 
besides  improving  the  cooling  rate  and  the  subsequent  condition 
of  the  carcases,  is  desirable  for  other  reasons .  At  the  present 
time,  carcases  have  to  be  drawn  back  into  the  slaughterhouse  to 
ease  the  congested  staate  of  the  hanging  room  at  the  end  of  a  busy 
do.y ,  and  this  makes  it  impossible  for  slaughtering  to  commence  on 
the  following  day  until  the  carcases  from  the  first  day’s  kill  have 
been  removed.  In  addition,  allocation  of  meat  to  the  butchers  is 
made  from  another  part  of  the  premises  some  distance  from  the 
hanging  room,  -  and  quarters  and  carcases  heave  to  be  carried  there 
by  the  slaughtermen  before  they  can  commence  slaughtering.  A 
considerable  amount  of  time  is  wasted,  therefore,  and  this  makes  it 
necessary  at  busy  times  to  slaughter  to  a.  late  hour  a,t  night.  An 
extension  of  the  hanging  room  would  leave  the  slaughterhouse  free 
end  would  make  it  possible  to  allocate  from  the  hanging  room  with 
the  result  that  slaughtering  could  be  completed  at  a.  much  ee.rlier 
hour  and  thus  allow  more  time  for  cooling  and  setting  to  take  place 
before  distribution  of  the  meaat  on  the  following  day. 

Some  cons  id  er  cation  of  future  requirements  must  be  ma.de, 
however,  a.nd  the  provision  of  a  properly  designed  and  equipped 
public  abattoir  should  be  the  ultimate  aim.  The  system  of  meat 
inspection  in  this  country  is  at  present  under  review  and,  in  this 
connection,  the  difficulties  experienced  by  Inspectors  who  have 
to  work  in  poor  light  and  congested  and  cverdrowded  surroundings, 
and  the  need  for  proper  public  abattoirs  should  not  be  overlooked. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  public  health,  it  is  desirable 
that  centralised  slaughtering  should  continue  and  this  can  best 
be  done  in  a  public  abattoir  under  the  supervision  of  the  Loca.1 
Authority.  The  existing  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
with  the  exception  of  the  premises  which  are  being  used  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  are  very  small  and,  after  10  years  of  disuse, 
could  not  be  made  fit  without  considerable  expense  and,  in  most 
cases,  could  not  satisfy  modern  requirements  without  reconstruction. 
Alrea.dy  some  are  being  used  for  other  purposes.  In  a.ddition, 
there  is  a  serious  shortage  of  slaughtermen.  Only  9  are  licensed 
by  the  Council  at  the  present  time  as  against  32  in  1939  and  there 
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Moat  Inspection  (cont'd) . 

have  been  no  apprentices  to  the  trade  during  the  intervening 
years.  It  is  not,  however,  visualised  that  slaughtermen 
should  be  employed  by  the  Council,  but  that  adequate  and 
properly  designed  premises  should  be  provided  for  use  by  the 
butchers,  or  by  contractors  employed  by  them.

One  cow  was  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  of  193^  during  the  year,  at  the  Slaughterhouse. 

10  cows  (1.07%  of  the  number  killed)  were  found  to  have 
tuberculosis  of  the  udder  and,  of  these,  6  showed  evidence  of 
generalised  tuberculosis  and  were  totally  condemned. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  tuberculosis  rate  remains  high, 
but,  although  the  rate  for  steers  and  heifers  has  continued 
to  fluctuate  between  12%  and  19%  during  the  past  ten  years,  it 
is  interesting  and  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  been  a  slow, 
but  steady,  decline  in  the  rate  for  cows  since  1942  (59 *9%) • 

The  shortage  of  meat  supplies  since  1939  has  resulted  in  the 
slaughtering  of  very  large  numbers  of  cows  for  food  each  year 
end  this,  no  doubt,  has  contributed  considerably  to  this  decline 
in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis,  and  it  is  suggested  that  a 
scheme  to  isolate  reactors  and,  subsequently,  to  slaughter  them 
over  a  period  of  several  years  would  soon  produce  a  degree  of 
comparative  immunity  in  dairy  herds  such  as  has  been  obtained  in 
the  U.S.A.  This,  in  turn,  would  reduce  considerably  the . 
present  serious  wastage  of  meat  and  organs  due  to  infection  by 
tuberculosis . 


Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  detection 
of  cysticercus  bovis  and  7  cases  (0.29%  sill  bovines,  other 
than  calves)  were  found.  Details  are  given  on  the  fo2. lowing

Moat  Inspection  (confd)  . 

Frequent  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  the 
Depot  of  the  V/holesale  Meat  Supply  Association  during  the  year. 
The  wrapping  of  much  of  the  frozen  imported  meat,  particularly 
mutton  and  lamb,  continued  to  be  unsatisfactory  -  thin  and 
badly  torn  covers  providing  little  protection. 

It  is. difficult  to  convince  butchers  that  they  should 
observe  the  principles  of  hygiene  in  their  shops  when  frozen 
meat  is  often  delivered  to  them  in  a  very  dirty  condition.

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SOCIAL  conditions. 


The  district  is  largely  agricultural  in  character 
with  two  brickworks  and  a  number  of  factories,  -  mainly 
in  end  around  Crawley. 

The  present  population  of  the  Parish  of  Crawley  is 
over  6 ,000 9  but  the  area  has  been  designated  as  the  site  of 
one  of  the  "New  Towns"  end  is  to  be  planned  for  a.  total 
population  of  50-60 ,000,  -  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
"New  Town"  itself.  It  is  understood  that  by  the  end  of 
1948  over  30  new  dwellings  had  oeen  completed  by  the 
Development  Corporation  end  that  approximately  130  were 
in  course  of  construction.  At  the  same  time  the  Horsham 
Rural  District  Council  completed  35  new  houses  during  the 
year.  The  fact  that  these  two  authorities  let  houses  at 
widely  different  rentals  has  led  to  some  public  criticism, 
but  the  reason  has  been  made  clear  by  the  Minis t =r  of  Town 
end  Country  Planning.  Whereas  the  local  authority  are  able 
to  reduce  the  rental  of  now  dwellings  by  averaging  them 
with  those  of  pre-war  houses,  the  Development  Corporation 
are  less  fortunately  placed.

Although  there  was  a  marked  rise  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified,  the  disease  was  of  a  mild 
type  and  most  patients  were  nursed  at  home.

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  accommodation 
for  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  no w  rests  with  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  and  not  with  Local  Sanitary  Authorities.  In 
this  area,  however,  the  previous  prentice,  whereby  practitioners 
wishing  to  arrange  admission  of  such  cases  approached  the 
Health  Department,  has  been  continued  and  works  smoothly. 

Under  this  scheme  the  Department  is  informed  of  the  cases  much 
sooner  and  the  practitioner  is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of 
malting  several  possibly  lengthy  telephone  calls.

SOCIAL  CONDITION’S . 


There  has  been  very  little  change  since  my  previous 
report  a  year  ago  when  I  stated  that  housing  shortewge  and 
lack  of  skilled  craftsmen  were  affecting  social  conditions 
in  the  district. 


See ial  Conditions  (ccnVd)^ 

There  has  been  some  slight  easing  of  the  housing 
situation  by  the  completion  of  new  houses  built  by  the 
Council  and  by  private  enterprise,  but  there  is  still  a 
shortage  of  skilled  craftsmen,  and,  without  the  incentive 
of  higher  wages  for  greater  skill,  this  is  likely  to 
continue .  The  raising  of  rates  for  unskilled  workers  has 
been  continued  during  the  year  while  the  rates  for 
craftsmen  has  remained  stationary.  This  state  of  affairs 
will,  in  course  of  time,  have  a  great  effect  on  the  number 
of  skilled  craftsmen  and  consequently  on  the  class  of  work 
produced . 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  four  houses  at 
Northchapel  and  two  houses  at  Sutton  ready  for  occupation, 
or  already  occupied.  Five  houses  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise,  and  one  dwelling  provided  by  conversion  of 
stables .

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Norman  Green  for  the  following 
account  of  the  operation  of  the  water  undertaking. 

"The  Department  has  been  very  active  during  the  year. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  has  been  continued ,  some  reconditioning 
and  repair  work  ha.s  been  carried  out  to  cottages ,  water  ma.in 
extensions  have  been  provided  at  Hills  Green ,  Kirdford  and  from 
Lyons  Green,  Plaistow,  through  Shillinglee  to  Fisher  Streets 
also  from  Lower  Byworth  to  Shopham  Bridge,  and  the  sewerage 
scheme  for  Northcha.pel  village  was  substantially  completed  by 
the  end  of  the  year, 

Water :  Public  Supply . 

The  yield  from  the  boreholes  has  continued  to  be  of 
high  quality  but  has  steadily  decreased  in  quantity. 

The  rest  level  of  the  water  in  the  borehole  tubes  has 
not  altered  for  several  years  and  recovers  fairly  ra.pidly  after 
pumping  has  ceased,  which  indicates  that  there  is  ample  water 
available  but  that  the  waterways  through  the  rock  strata  are 
gradually  silting  up  with  fine  sand. 

The  long  dry  summer  had  no  appreciable  effect  on  the 
yield  but  the  consumption  of  water  was  naturally  high  and  on  the 
1st  July,  the  supplementary  supply  from  the  spring  S.L.  of  the 
pumping  station  was  brought  into  use.  This  supply  yields  about 
53000  gallons  per  hour  and  gave  us  adequate  reserve  through  the 
rest  of  the  year. 

The  full  precautions  to  avoid  surface  contamination  of 
this  spring  supply  had  not  been  completed  a.t  the  close  of  the 
year.  Weekly  samples  have  been  taken  from  this  source  and  also 
from  the  boreholes  in  each  case  before  chlorination  and  also  from 
the  rising  main  after  the  two  waters  have  been  mixed,  settled  and 
chlorinated.  On  twelve  occasions  B.  coli  of  the  non-faoeal  type 
wa,s  found  to  be  present  in  small  numbers  in  the  raw  water  from 
the  supplementary  spring  due  to  lack  of  adequate  protection,  and 
on  two  occasions  samples  of  the  raw  borehole  water  gave  similar 
indication  of  slight  contamination  of  Intermedia.te  Type  11  B. 
coli.  All  other  samples  have  been  satisfactory.  The  rate  of 
mixing  of  the  two  waters  is  about  1  part  supplementary  spring  to 
3  parts  of  borehole  supply. 

Samples  for  chemical  and  full  bacteriological 
examination  have  also  been  taken  at  quarterly  intervals  and 
ho.vc  been  sa.tisf a.ctory .  The  following  a.re  the  latest  reportsj- 

Supplemcntary  Spring  -  Taken  from  the  collecting  chamber  at 

the  spring  head . 
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"This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  light  in 
appearance  since  it  carries  only  a  trace  of  matter 
in  suspension.  The  water  is  neutral  in  reaction, 
moderately  hard  in  character,  contains  no  excess 
of  mineral  or  saline  constituents  in  solution  and 
it  is  free  from  metals  apart  from  a  negligible 
trace  of  iron. 

It  is  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality 
but  just  fails  to  conform  with  the  same  standard 
of  bacterial  purity  since  Bact.  Goli  are  present 
in  minima.1  numbers  .  The  water  is  considered  whole¬ 
some  in  character  and  subject  to  an  efficient 
system  of  chlorination,  suitable  for  public  supply 
purposes . "

In  three  instances  standpipes  are  provided  as  a 
temporary  supply  for  eight  cottages  upon  which  Demolition  or 
Closing  Orders  had  been  made  but  which  were  still  occupied, 
otherwise  it  has  been  the  Council's  policy  in  all  cases  to 
insist  that  the  supply  be  taken  into  the  house  to  discharge 
over  a  sink  where  this  was  provided.

The  Northchapel  sewerage  scheme  was  commenced 
in  April  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  substantially  completed. 
It  is  hoped  to  have  the  works  in  operation  by  April  195° , 
which  is  about  12  months  after  commencement  of  contract. 

There  was  no  further  development  during  the  year 
in  connection  with  the  Wisborough  Green  sewerage  scheme. 

The  taking  of  levels  for  the  Plaistow  sewerage 
scheme  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  the  plans,  sections  and  details  of  the  disposal  works 
had  been  completed  and  were  submitted  to  the  Council  at  their 
meeting  in  January  1950 . 

Sewage  disposal  plants  for  Council  cottages  we re 
installed  and  bccejne  operative  during  the  year  a.t  Northchapel 
and  Sutton. 


The  designing  of  these  disposal  plants  is  carried 
out  by  the  Architects  responsible  for  the  new  cottages  but 
maintenance  is  carried  out  by  this  Department. 
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Public  Cleansing;  and  Salvage , 

The  Council  have  a  refuse  collection  service 
covering  the  whole  of  the  district  with  a  frequency  of 
collection  twice  weekly  in  the  central,  parts  of  Pctworth, 
once  weekly  on  the  outer  parts  of  Petworth,  and  fortnightly 
over  the  rest  of  the  area  with  the  exception  of  more  remote 
farms  and  cottages  where  the  collection  is  monthly  and  where 
there  is  suitable  vehicular  access.  One  Dennis  refuse  vehicle 
of  10  cubic  yards  capacity  maintains  the  service. 

Salvage  is  collected  as  such  and  kept  apa.rt  if  a 
market  can  be  found  for  it.  Up  to  September  last  there  was 
a.  market  for  waste  paper,  rags,  ferrous  metals,  non- 
ferrous  ^metals  and  tyres,  but  then  the  wastepaper  merchants 
informed  us  that  they  could  not  take  any  more  wastepaper,  - 
and  tyres  also  could  not  be  disposed  of.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  the  market  for  wastepaper  was  re-opened  and  a  part-time 
scheme  for  sorting  was  in  operation.

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  an  old 
stone  pit  about  two  miles  from  Petworth,  the  site  being 
reasonably  central  for  the  district.  The  depth  of  tip  varies 
slightly  but  in  general  is  about  8  feet  deep  and  the  top  is 
covered  with  soil  and  builders'  rubbish.  A  large  quantity  of 
barbed  wire  taken  from  the  perimeters  of  node.l  points  in  the 
district  was  tipped  and  buried,  and  a  large  quantity  of 
tins,  drums,  etc.,  which  had  been  collected  during  the  war  for 
salvage  but  never  disposed  of  was  also  buried  with  the 
assistance  of  a  bulldozer. 

One  men  mainte.ins  the  refuse  tip  and  carries  out 
rough  sorting  of  scrap  iron,  tyres  and  bottles  when  a  market 
is  available  . 
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Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  (ccnt'd) i 

A  site  for  a  now  refuse  tip  was  selected  during  the 
year  and  approved  by  the  Council.  In  all  probability  this 
site  will  be  brought  into  use  in  the  latter  part  of  1950,  or 
during  1951?  "the  present  tip  being  nearly  full. 

The  Council  have  not  undertaken  the  emptying  of 
cesspools  but  have  arranged  with  the  Hampshire  Cleansing 
Service  (a  private  firm)  to  visit  the  district  at  a  regular 
date  in  each  month  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  as  directed 
by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.  Payment  is  made  by  the 
person  requesting  the  service  and  is  collected  by  the  Council 
and  remitted  to  the  firm  less  administrative  charges. 

The  service  has  continued  to  work  satisfactorily  and 
a.  large  number  cf  standing  orders  for  emptying  cesspools  at 
varying  periods  have  been  made  .  The  Council  also  use  the 
service  for  their  own  properties  where  there  are  cesspool  or 
septic  tank  installations. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA . 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  has  proceeded  steadily  during 
the  year  and  a  number  cf  properties  have  been  dealt  with 
formally  under  the  Housing  Act,  193&  • 

The  Council  suspended  formal  action  for  several 
months  after  the  introduction  of  the  Housing  Bill,  1949?  into 
Parliament  so  as  net  to  prejudice  any  owner  who  might  wish 
to  re-condition  property  with  the  add  of  a  grant.  Forma.l 
a.ction  was  resumed  in  October  but  up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
no  application  for  a  grant  had  been  made .

One  of  the  samples  in  Grade  IV  was  obtained  from 
a  manufacturer  who  has  only  recently  commenced  to  manufacture 
ice  cream.  Visits  were  made  to  the  premises  to  assist  him 
to  attain  a  higher  standard  and  the  last  four  samples  taken 
during  the  year  were  all  reported  Grade  1.  Both  manufacturers 
co-operated  to  the  full  to  produce  a  pure  and  wholesome 
ice  cream. 

The  remaining  two  samples  reported  in  Grade  IV  and 
the  sample  in  Grade  111  we re  taken  from  a  retailer  who 
obtained  his  ice  cream  from  a  manufacturer  outside  this 
district.  It  is  suspected  that  the  poor  results  were 
obtained  through  the  inadequate  facilities  for  keeping  the 
ice  cream  at  a  low  temperature  during  transport,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  has  now  been  remedied. 

3 •  Meat  and  Other  Foods  . 

All  but  four  slaughterhouses  are  closed.  The  four 
arc  not  licensed  but  it  has  been  agreed  with  the  Ministry  of 
Food  that  they  may  be  used  for.  the  occasional  sla.ughter  of 
pigs  by  licensed  slaughtermen  for  small  pig  keepers 
slaughtering  for  their  own  consumption.  These  are  $  -
